Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: currently, the 
prior art of record (Ling and Hirsch) and U.S. Patent 4,818,495 (lya) disclose reactor 
apparatuses used for thermal decomposition having heating and cooling means, inlets 
and outlets, a filtering system, and/or fluid guiding components. 

However, the apparatus of the instant application recites a structure wherein at 
least one reaction tube and gas outlet are located inside of a pressure vessel of the 
apparatus, and are parallel to each other and the longitudinal axis of the pressure 
vessel of the apparatus that is oriented in the direction of gravity.
